Mr Rugby himself—Bill Ramsay, 60-year-old honor- 


ary treasurer of the Rugby Union dnd one of the most influential 
backroom men in the game today. 


Ramsay, senior partner th a 
London firm of coal factors, 
gave me this staygoring estimate 
when we discussed Rugby 
finance and loans in his office. 

He tsld me thot the Rugby 
xrounds in this country prob- 
ably cost nréuhd £2,000,000 
when acgulred, but with the 
fantastic rise In Jand prices 
thelr valuc has soared, 

One junior club In the Mid- 
Innds, whose ground cost them 
£11,000, have been offered 
£65,000!

Low interest 

The Rugby Union, who 
plough all their profits back 
intu the game, have in the past 
40 years loaned a total of 
fo clubs wanting to 
improve or buy thelr grounds, 

Of that umount £221,500 is 
outstanding. 

“Loans, with a maximum of 
£5,000, are repayable at two 
per cent ihterest,” explained 
Ramsay. “Our assistant 
treasurer, Eddi¢ Saunders, 
handles the valuations and we 
stipulate that we have the right 
to rebuy the around if the club 
are golng to pack up. 

“Some of our clubs are form- 
Ing trusteeshlpy and appotnting 
the Rugby Union os ond of the 
lrustees so that thelr grounds 
will be reserved for Rugby fvot~ 
ball for all time.
